in respect of public health, housing and the 
prison system were that the Soviet Govern- 
ment was achieving most remarkable results. 

Although Russia in these matters was be- 
foye the revolution, perhaps, the most back- 
ward..of Eu communities, it has in 
Many respects already been brought up to the 
leve uropean standards, and ‘at the pre- 
sent rate of age before long it may set an 
example to States that are at present leading 
Europe in ‘these matters. 

Regarding Labour conditions, they state 
that the Soviet is a strotig and stable State. 
Its Government is based, fitstly, on a system 
of State Socialism that has the active support 
-Of a large majority of the workers ‘and the 
acceptance of an equally large majority of the 
peasants; ‘and, secondly, on a federal 
structure that gives very full cultural and 
very fair political liberties .to racial and 
sn pow minorities, together with full religious 
to on. ' 


The machinery of government, though 
fundamentally ‘different from that of other 
| States, seems work -well, and the 
Government is not only im every way 
‘better than anything. that Russia has 
ever yet had, but it’ is doing work in which 
other older State systems had failed, and are 
still failing. 

These good results (says the delegates) 
have reconciled all but.a very small minority 
to renouncing rights of opposition that are 
essential to political, liberty elsewhere. This 
causes no resistance, partly because these 
rights have been replaced-by others of greater 
value under the Soviet. system, and partly 
_becausg recent movements have been steadily 
towards their restoration. 

Finally, the delegates declare that the 
whole constitutes a new departure of the 
greatest interest that is well worth foreign 
study, and a.new development that may ie 
greatly benefited by foreign assistance.

BUDGET.

A DIFFICULT TASK. 
a 


Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes -Fhe publication yesterday of the 
Civil. Service Estimates for the coming 
financial year renders it ‘pessible to obtain 
some idea of Mr. Churchill's task in framing 
hid first Budget. The estimates do not sug- 
gest at first. sight that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer will be able to budget for a 
smaller expenditure than in recent years. 
As they appear in the White Paper, the 
estimates are compared with the full esti 
mates for the year that is drawing to a 
close, including, not merely the Budget. esti- 
mates, but the supplementary’ estimates, 
amounting in all to over eleven millions, 
which have since been presented to Parl:a- 
ment. Viewed from this standpoint, the 
estimates for the Civil Service and Revenue 
Departments , show a reduction of over 
fourteen millions, but the fairer method is 
to compare the estimates for the forthcoming 
Budget with those for the last Budget. On 
this basis the Civil Service estimates this 
year come to £286,957,796, against 
£289,875,000—a decrease of £2,917,204. it 
looks as though this saving and the saving 
of half a milhon which is anticipated on the 
Army Estimates, will be more thi, swallowed 
up by the requirements of the Navy, which 
is likely to ask for four millions more, and 
the Air Estimates, ‘which show an increase, as 
compared with the last Budget figures, of one 
million. The one remaining figure ais the 
amount needed for Consolidated Fund Ser- 
‘ces, and this is likely to be about the same 
as last year; for savings’ by the recent Con 
version Loan, and in other directions, will, 
doubtless, be balanced by mercases elsewhere.

INDIA’S HISTORY.

Lord Meston, former Lientenan’ 
Governor of the United Provinces, whe 
addressed a large. gathering of under 
graduates in the Regent, House, Trinity 
College, Dublin, y 
has come to Dublin 
request. of the India Office, to give infor- 
‘mation as to the general conditions of life 
in the public service of India, both im the 
Indian Civil Service and in the Depart 
ments of Engineering and Forestry. ~ 

Lord Meston (who was accompanied by 
Sir Malcolm Seton, K.C.B., Under 
Secretary for India), later told the Irish 
Times that this was the first eccasion 
when he had visited Irelands He had 
spent virtually the whole of his life im 
India, but he was very proud and glad 
to come to Ireland. He had enjoyed -his 
visit very much, indeed, and he hoped to 
be -able to come to the country very often 
in the future. 

THE OLD TRADITION. 

The object of his visit, he explained; was te 
appeal to the students to keep up the old 
traditional association of Dublin University 
with India. There had been a falling off of 


1912, and since the war the tradition seemed 
to have disappeared. Aspirants fer the Service 
had been very scarce, and he had been asked 
by the India Office to come across and speak 
to the students with the view of stimulating 
their interest once more in Indian affairs. 

The conditions of life in India to-day were 
of course, different from those which existed 
in the past. 

Just as there had been changes in Ireland, 
so there had been in India. The old idea of 
paternal government was being dropped, and 
instead there was a movement towards the 
goal of responsible government. With such a 
change going on, the public service must 
naturally be affected. It would not be fair, 
therefore, to ask Trinity men to go to India 
thinking that they were entering into the same 
conditions as their forefathers experienced. 


CHANGED ATTITUDE. @ 

The ‘atmosphere hai changed very con- 
siderably, and although the rather extravagant 
attitude of the extreme Indian party had 
modified in the last year for the better. still 
the Nationalist. spitit was soing to. make its 
way. There were good and bad sides to that, 
but their job was really to keep it in the 
right channels and make,it work towards the 
progress of the country and ihe well-being of 
the people. For that job they wanted the 
verv best brains they could get. 

e spoke of the part that Irishmen for two 
centuries past had played in the Indian Service 
and referred tothe names of two great Irishmen 
Roberts and Garnet Wolseley, who had 
won such distinctions as subalterns during 
the Mutiny and later. Among 
was Lord Dufferin, and. also he mentioned 
the name of Lord Mavo. who was, he 
lieved, a graduate of Dublin University. 

At a time when the Services in India re- 
quired the best material, it would he a great 
misfortune if Dublin University should fail 
to maintain its old and proud association with 
that. service.

ACTION AGAINST FATHER 
DISMISSED. 


A case brought by Dr. T. J. 
Emyvale, against James Coulton, Ardnasalem, 
for £10 for professional services was dismissed 
at Monaghan District Court. 

Mr. D. X. Keenan said that the case was 
one of considerable importance for the medical 
profession. The point was raised for the de- 
fence that the father was not liable for the 
debt of the child unless such debt was ex: 
pressly contracted, but he urged that it was 
unnecessary to establish express agency, as 
when it was between father and child the 
agency was implied. 

Evidence was given that the doctor paid 
sixteen visits to Susan Coulton, who was then 
living at her brothers house, some distance 
from her father’s place.. It was the brother 
who came for the doctor in the first instance. 
In his evidence the father said that the girl 
had not lived with him for four years, and in 
cross-examination he said that he had no im- 
terest in his son’s farm, although he had put 
cattle on the farm and had stayed in his son's 
house for a week on five or six occasions. 

The District Justice said that the two 
houses were maintained as separate and dis- 
tinct houses. There was no evidence that the 
father had any cognisance of the professional 
services rendered by the doctor, and the 
action, therefore, was not sustainable.
